this Year. In Flanders, 1 have had the ill 
Fortune to be a true Prophet; there has 
been no Fighting, nor is there like to be any 
there this Year 3 and had our Army there 
been 20000 Men lefs, we had done hap- 
ily, and that 20000 Men might. have 
done brave things in other Places, where 
they have been forely wanted ; It was very 
plain in the Beginning of the Year, they 


would not fight, ir was not their Bufinefs. 


tofight, it was not their Intereft ; I know, 
the Hupes of forcing them to it has kept 
our Armies together there, but I muftown, 
Ineves faw any Hopes of it from the Re- 
ginning of the Campaign; I know, ‘tis not 


an a thing to force 50000 Men to fighe, 
whether they willor no, and "tis. apparent, 
that as much as we are us’d todefpife the 
French, yet we have not.been able; either 
to force them fo a Battle, or.to form any 
Siege, nor fo much as to take one Town 
from them 

Nor is this owing fo any Deficiency, eis 
ther in the Army, or Generals on our fide; 
but to the unhappy Situation of the Coune. 
try, and the defencelefs Pofture ot Brufels, 
Lovain, Ghent, Bruges, Malines, Antwerp, 
6c. which, had we perfifled in the Defign ta 
puth into Artois, and the French Conquefts, 
would have immediately have fallen a-Prey 
to the Enemy. 

All I regret in this, is, That we did not 
ftand’on the Defenfive here, rather than 
the French, and fo dividing our Forces, ne. 
ome 
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fome Attempt elfewhere, in which we might 
more fenlibly haveaputh’d the French Po 
wer, and pinch’d them with more Advan- 
tage, than we could dohere$ but ’tis now 
tuo late for this Year, fo That Part of the 
Campaign I take to be over. 

On the Xbine, the Campaign is ia all 
Probabillicy acan End alfo } and the Bleétor 
of Hannover, whoisarriv’d in the Army, is 
fo fenfible of the weak Condition of the 
German Army, and of their being unfit for 
A@tion, that he is fo far from offering to at- 
tack the French, that he applies himielf, as 
to the principal thing before him, tO Ea: 
trenching, Fortifying,and Drawing Lines, in. 
order to prevent the French attacking them ¢ 
Nor do I fee any Profpe& on that tide, 
of driving the French back again ever the 
Rhine this Winter ; for the French being Bill 
fuperiour in Number there, and our Troops 
on that fide not the beft in Europe, they are 
too wife togive yeu Poffeffion again of the 
Paffes at Bhule, or Opportunity to rebuild 
the Lines at Staboffem. The Strength of 
thofe Lines, andthe Care Prince Lewis of 
Baden alwaystook ta defend them, was ale 
ways like a Back- Door bolted, by which the 
Empire was fecur’d, and the French kept 
out, aud now they have got that Door 
open’d, they will not let it be fhue again, 
if they can help it——But will fecure both 
Winter Quarters and Contributions in the 
Empire for this Year: And thus the 
Empire is like to fmart ftill for their fu- 
pine Negligence , and if ic will but rouze 
them at laf ta their own Defence, "tis a 
good Cure wrought, aad Jet the French be 
the Doors; when they are awake, they 
will remedy it, at prefent the Vhyfick muft 
hive fome time to work, and make them 
fick. 

Again, in Piedmont the Campaign feems 
over; the Confederates, difappointed in 
their Delign again Tboulen, are tule re- 
cruiting their Troops, repairiog their Lof 
fes, and putting themfelves in a Pofture 
for another Seon, and feem to be laging 
afide che Thoughts of any farther Attempt. 
They have made a Lede Game Voyage, and 
they are rot foforward toattempt another, 
as we hoped thoy wduld bes but priaci- 


pally from the Neceffity they feeem to be 
in, of jendiog Affittanve to Nuples and Cata- 
lognia, ®ich when they have done, they 
will fe roo weak tor any futuie A@ion 
for this Seaton. 

Ii two Places only the Expeétation of 
Attion remains, and that is in Jsaly- and 
Spain che Conquelt ot Naples, which we 
flatter’d ouc elves, was over, appears not 
fu compleac, aswe hop’d ic Was; the Duke 
of Astri on the fide of the Abruzzo has a- 
bout 4000 Men with him, [ays our fide, 
Boao lays the Enemy, and he adheres to 
the Baoemy, fortifics Pifears, and {everal 
other Placeson the Cvaft of Culsbriz; keeps 
his Communication with the Scaopen, by 
which he receives Succuurs trom Sicily, and 
expeats more from France, the Viceroy, 
for King Philip docs the like at Gaeta, and 
the Germans, notwithfianding their fudden 
Conquett of the Capital City,and the Revo- 
lution of the common People there,feem not 
to b= in a Condition to attack either Gers or 
Pifcara, and already begin to fend for more 
Troops, tho’ we all know, they have not 
loft 10 Men by the Sword in the whole Af- 
fair. 

And what is the Reafon of all this, but the 
ufual 11-Management of the Germans, even 
the fame by which they exafpzrated the 
Bavarians, when they had gotten Pofeffion 
of them ; where inftead of making the Peo- 
ple they were to govern, eafie, and natue 
ralize them to their new Mafters, chey fell 
toall Maoner of Oppreffions and intollerable 
Vexations, and made the poor Countrymen 
weary of theirnew Lords? 

"Tis true, we do not hear of any Op- 
prefhons yet in Naples by eftablifh’'d Taxes, 
becaufe the People were to the laft Degree 
exaded on before 5 but we find their old 
GabeHs, which they hoped to be reliev’d 
from, not taken away, and the Nobility not

another, and ail ftriving to put the People 
ouc of Conceit with their new Lords. We 
find the Joy of their firft Revolution abated, 
and the Mob lefs pleas’d with their new 
Mafters, chan we heard they were at fir.

Think 
ft noc ftrange, if ic fhould be fo in Neples 
and therefore the Germans do well in fead= 
ing for more Forces. ; . 

And thus Shave giver you.a hort State 
of the Wat in Europe; the A fuirof Spsin 
compleate it, ‘there the Campaign is but 
now beginging 3 if King Charles can main: 
tain his Ground there now, ff he can but 
hold bis own this Aicuma Campsipes we 
mut own, hedoes all that can be asked of 
hiri, and he will quite alter the Scene of 
Affairs there ;for doubrlefs by another Came 
paiga he will be powerfully relicvd.
